County council planning to switch off street lamps 
in many parts of Harlow between midnight and 5am 


PLANS to switch off street lights through¬ 
out Harlow to save money were this week 
branded “unacceptable”. 

Essex County Council announced on 
Monday it was planning to extend part- 
night lighting to the town next February 
after pilot schemes elsewhere found there 
had been no negative impact on crime 
statistics or road accidents. 

County Hall has been monitoring the 
impact of the switch-off in Maldon and 
Uttlesford since 2007 where street lights 
were turned off for five hours from mid¬ 
night. 

As well as saving £lm a year, the council 
said the switch-off reduced energy con¬ 
sumption, carbon commissions and light 
pollution. 

But this week county councillor Mike 
Danvers, who represents the Harlow North 
division, described the proposals as unac¬ 
ceptable and said he would be raising the 
issue at next week’s Harlow Council meet¬ 
ing. 

“It will make Harlow a much more dan¬ 
gerous place and cause much unnecessary 
anxiety and concern in the local commu¬ 
nity,” he told the Star. 

“I would urge people to write to Cllr 
Rodney Bass, who does not live in Harlow 
but will take the final decision to switch 
street lights off all over the town.”

Harlow will be one of the last districts to 
be affected but consultations are now 
under way. 

All councils and county councillors as 
well as the emergency services have been 
notified and invited to suggest areas that 
should be excluded from the scheme. 
Residents will also be given the chance to 
have their say. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon told the Star: 
“The council say they are doing this to 
save £lm a year to keep council tax down 
but clearly there will be some concerns 
from residents. 

“I will be speaking to two of the relevant 
councillors and I have been reassured that 
if the district council and residents make a 
good case for areas of exemption, the 
council will look at that very seriously.” 

Town centres, key road junctions, remote 
footpaths and alleyways linking residen¬ 
tial streets, will be exempt. Lighting for 
bus shelters, road signs and traffic bol¬ 
lards will also be unaffected. 

Mr Halfon added: “I would urge every 
resident who has concerns to write to me 
individually and I will make the case for 
them. 


“This is not a definitive thing; the county 
council is willing to make exemptions as 
long as Harlow Council makes the case 
and I am happy to make the case for local 
people.” 

Labour parliamentary candidate Suzy 
Stride condemned the proposals. She said 
she was concerned a blackout could 
encourage criminal behaviour and have a 
detrimental effect on the town’s night¬ 
time economy. 

“The Government should carry out an 
urgent audit into the impact of these 
changes so that we can all be assured that 
the needs of the communities are being 
met and what seems like a short-term cut 
won’t be a long-term cost to communities 
in Harlow and across the county,” she said. 

However, Acting Chief Inspector Alan 
Pitcher, of Harlow Police, said: “The expe¬ 
rience in other parts of Essex has been that 
a reduction in street lighting has not led to 
any noticeable increase in crime. 

“We will monitor with interest the conse¬ 
quences of any changes in the patterns of 
street lighting for any impact on both 
crime and people’s fear of crime. 

Paul Wadley, secretary of Harlow 
Neighbourhood Watch, said: “We clearly 
understand the need to save energy and

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Consultations under way over council tax support 


Under the current scheme working-age households are 
required to pay at least 24 per cent of their council tax 
bill themselves. For an average Band C home the maxi¬ 
mum charged this year is £330.66 or £6.36 per week. 
Those who can work will be encouraged to do so by 
raising the level of earnings allowed before benefit pay¬ 
ments are affected. 

To focus support on those most in need, the maximum 


level of savings below which claimants can still apply 
for support will be £6,000. 

There will be some limited financial support for those 
in “genuine” need who are struggling to pay. 
Pensioners will be protected from any reduction to 
their benefit payments. The exclusion of pensioners 
from the scheme safeguards support for about 4,000 
residents. 


HARLOW Council is about to 
embark on a six-week consultation 
exercise to gauge the views of town 
residents on the way council tax 
support is allocated in the future. 

The council has already adopted 
a means-tested Local Council Tax 
Support Scheme to replace Council 
Tax Benefit following a reduction in 
the level of Government funding. 

With further funding reductions 
already announced by the 
Government, the council is now 
proposing to retain the current 
scheme in 2014/15 for working-age 
claimants and is asking residents 
for their views. 

Councillor Tony Durcan, cabinet 
portfolio holder for resources and 
enterprise, said: “This April 3,800 
residents began to pay something 
towards their council tax and we 
appreciate that this has been hard 


for some. By providing dedicated 
help and advice we have helped 
many of these residents find ways 
to pay towards their council tax. 

“The funding that we have avail¬ 
able to pay for council tax support 
is not going to increase and the 
money that we have to provide ser¬ 
vices is reducing so we are asking 
residents for their views on how our 
scheme should be funded. 

“We propose to keep the scheme 


the same so it is as fair as possible 
to the majority of people. Our 
scheme meets the requirement 
that the elderly are protected but 
does mean that people of working 
age pay something with the poorest 
families receiving some help. In 
response to cuts in Government 
funding the council is trying to 
provide the fairest scheme possible 
within the funding available.” 

At the end of the consultation 


period the feedback will be consid¬ 
ered by the council’s cabinet in 
November. A proposed final 
scheme for 2014/15 will then be 
considered and a scheme agreed by 
December 2013.

the objectives behind the 
decision by Essex County 
Council to implement the 
scheme in Harlow. 

“The reduction of street 
lighting may not work in 
favour of the burglar or 
those stealing from 
parked vehicles if Harlow 
residents will unite under 
a town-wide 
neighbourhood watch 
system that will share 
information and best 
practices with each other 
and our local Police, 
when the street lighting 
in neighbourhood areas 
is reduced or switched off 
during these times.” 

Cllr Bass, cabinet 
member for highways 
and transportation at 
Essex County Council, 
said: “This consultation 
period gives local 
councillors and the 
emergency services the 
opportunity to put 
forward areas which they 
believe meet the 
exemption criteria, and 
we will consider all 
responses received.”

Deadline looms for 


health centre plans

TIME is running out for people to 
have their say on plans for a new 
health centre in Harlow. 

A decision on the proposals for a 
20,000 patient surgery, pharmacy 
and community health clinic in 
Abercrombie Way is expected to be 
made before the end of the year. 

They are currently the subject of a 
public consultation exercise which 
ends on September 23. 

The Harlow Health Centres Trust, 
is pushing for a replacement to the 
Lister Medical Centre at Staple Tye. 

Plans for the two-storey building, 
which were submitted by CAMM 
Architects, also feature a new cross¬ 
over for vehicle access, a new car 
park, games area, landscaping and 
footpaths. 

The building has been designed to 
allow easy access to consulting 
areas and to make the most of natu¬ 
ral lighting and ventilation. 

It would be located on a site across 
from Lister House and adjacent to 
the Great Parndon Community 
Association. 

An HHCT spokeswoman said: 
“Decisions have been on-going for

several years now because of the 
regeneration of the Staple Tye area. 

“We have been requested to rede¬ 
velop Lister House and it was sug¬ 
gested we relocate to enable the 
local authority to properly regener¬ 
ate the area.” 

The trust has been working with 
stakeholder doctors and dentists, 
West Essex PCT and NHS England 
for four years on developing the 
brief and design of the scheme. 


Paul Young, of CAMM Architects, 
said: “The review of the provision of 
premises for community health 
centres such as Lister House has 
been challenging over the last few 
years. 

“The decline in spending is now 
showing in ah the buildings that are 
in the local surgeries. We believe 
this building will start a renewal of 
confidence in the provision of 
health buildings in the communi¬ 
ty-” 

Feedback from the consultation 
will be prepared for a report which 
will then be presented to a commit¬ 
tee of councillors for decision.

Use WWI centenary to learn 
the lessons of the past 

SIR, What we now know as the First World 
War was sold at the time as the “war to end 
all wars” (‘County given Lotto cash to fund 
WWI centenary project’, Star, August 22). 

In fact it was a conflict between rival 
imperialisms, fomented by an arms race 
promoted by the rival military/ industrial 
complexes of the day. 

Four years and 16 million deaths later the

“peace” settlement laid the foundation for 
the Second World War in which the death 
toll was at least 40 million. Since 1945 
there have been some 200 armed conflicts, 
small and large, with many more millions 
of victims. 

Is it not really time that the human race 
learned to settle its differences without 
periodically slaughtering one another, 
and squandering the planet’s precious 
resources, both material and human, on 
the means to do so? 

Wars do not just happen. They are not the 
result of man’s aggressive nature, although 
the widespread belief in this myth is one of 
the reasons why we have not yet managed 
to abolish them. War is organised armed 
conflict between rival sovereign or would- 
be sovereign groups. 

As the late Harry Patch - the last surviving 
WWI soldier - once said, war is nothing 
but organised murder. No side won WWI 
and we are still living (and dying) from the 
aftermath. 

The decision to go to war is made by 
leaders who are in a position to do so, not 
by ordinary people, individually aggressive 
or not. Those (mis)leaders can do so only 
if they have the means to wage war, the 
weapons and the trained personnel to 
use them, combined with the belief that 
they can win and a public that can be 
hoodwinked into supporting it. 

The 2014 centenary is an opportunity to 
learn the lessons of WWI and the rest of 
the past bloody century and promote an 
alternative vision. The only worthwhile 
purpose in “marking” this centenary 
would be if it contributed to achieving that 
aim. 

But as far as one can tell that is not 
remotely in the Government’s mind. It is 
more concerned with sending yet more 
weapons to Syria, which can only result 
in exacerbating that horrendous conflict. 
Nor will it be achieved by a “focus on 
the lives of Essex families, individuals 
and communities”, as the ECC project 
proposes. 


My own personal suggestion for 
commemoration would be to put the 
words of Harry Patch on every war 
memorial. Other ideas on what Harlow 
can do to contribute to making a more 
peaceful world would be welcome.

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Union calls off Kier strike threat over ‘pay date’ dispute 


A UNION representing employees of 
council contractor Kier Harlow has 
called off the threat of industrial action 
after settling its dispute over plans to 
change the pay date of workers. 

Kier said the move was designed to 
align the monthly payroll process 
across the entire group and insisted 
the company was committed to work¬ 
ing with the unions. 

But the Union of Construction and 
Allied Trades and Technicians balloted 
its members after claiming the com¬ 
pany had failed to enter into “mean¬ 
ingful negotiations” over the proposals 
to change the date workers were paid 
from the 15th to the 28th of every 
month. 

Radical changes 
needed in health 
service provision 

THE chairman of the GP-led body 
responsible for health care 
provision in Harlow and Epping 
Forest has warned that “radical 
changes” are needed to services 
in order to meet the challenges of 
the future. 

According to the West Essex 
Clinical Commissioning Group 
the number of people living with 
diseases could double over the 
next 20 years, more than 40 per 
cent of households could be living 
alone and in just the west Essex 
area the number of people aged 
over 80 is predicted to grow by 40 
percent by 2021. 

As a result it is running a ‘My 
Health, My Future, My Say’ 
campaign giving residents the 
chance to help shape services 
over the next 10 years. Four focus 
groups meetings have already 
taken place to discuss the 
challenges and opportunities for 
the future. 

WECCG chairman and Harlow 
GP Dr Rob Gerlis said: “We are 
very grateful to those who took 
the time and trouble to come 
along but this was just the start. 

There are lots more opportunities 
to get involved. 

“Radical changes are needed to 
health and care services so that 
we can meet the very real 
challenges of the future. Some of 
these may be controversial and 
people may not agree with us. 

This is why we are asking 
everyone to join in the debate.” 

Four ‘big debate’ events will now 
be held at which local doctors and 
the other professionals will be 
leading discussions at the events 
and outlining some of ideas for 
the future. 

The debate in Harlow will be 
held at Great Parndon 
Community Centre in 
Abercrombie Way on Tuesday, 
September 17 from 6.30-9pm,

Three-quarters of UCATT members 
who took part in the ballot voted for 
strike action while 88 per cent voted to 
support industrial action short of 
strike action.

The union now claims that as a result 
of the ballot the company has made a 
number of concessions to workers 
involving the offer of repayable loans. 

Further consultation with union 
members took place at a series of mass 
meetings at which they voted to accept 
the new offer. 

UCATT general secretary Steve 


Murphy said: “Kier have seen sense 
and listened to the genuine concerns 
of our members. 

“This dispute was entirely preventa¬ 
ble. Through negotiations we have 
reached agreement which will result in 
no detriment to the workers con¬ 
cerned.” 

Councillor Rod Truan, deputy leader 
of Harlow Council, said: “We are 
pleased that both sides have arrived at 
a decision and that strike action has 
been avoided with Kier offering sup¬ 
port to members of staff affected by 
the pay date changes. 

“We look forward to continuing a 
productive and positive working rela¬ 
tionship.”

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Ambulance trust may 
cut backroom jobs to 
improve patient care 

AMBULANCE trust bosses have said 
they may be forced to make 
redundancies among backroom staff 
in order to improve frontline services. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Trust is looking to make savings of 
£20m which will then be invested in 
more ambulances and paramedics. 

The consultation period is about to 
start, with a decision about job losses 
being made by November. 

Interim chief executive Andrew 
Morgan said: “We are trying to move 
money from one part of the 
organisation - the support functions - 
into direct frontline patient care. 

“We need more ambulances on the 
road and to do that we need to employ 
more paramedics, clinicians or care 
assistants. That’s where the money is 
going to go.” 

He added: “There’s always a risk that 
we may have to go down the 
compulsory redundancy route but I’d 
like to avoid that.” 

Health minister Norman Lamb, 
whose own Norfolk constituency is 
covered by the trust, said it was 
critical to have investment in frontline 
services. 

“If the organisation is too fat at the 
management level and at the 
administrative level, then that has to 
be addressed,” he said. 

“The principle is clear: the trust has 
to go about it in a proper way - it has to 
fully consult staff.” 

Gary Aplin, Unison’s branch 
secretary for the EEAS, said any 
redundancies would be unwelcome, 
adding: “Morale level, with the 
uncertainty that this is obviously 
going to throw up, is going to degrade 
further.” 


‘Threat to kill’ texts were 
a cry for help, court told 


Nightwalk Noel is carrots champ 

PARALYMPIC athlete and five times gold medallist 
Noel Thatcher has been named as the “face” of 
Carrots NightWalk 2013 - the main event of 
National Eye Health Week. 

Noel, who lives in Harlow and works at 
physiotherapy and sports clinic in Buckhurst Hill, is 
visually impaired. He was was born with optic 
atrophy, a mixture of problems with the retinal cells 
and optic nerves. 

He represented the UK at six Paralympic Games 
between 1984 and 2004, setting world records at 
the Barcelona and Sydney games in 1992 and 
2000. In 1997 he was awarded an MBE. 

He is now an ambassador for British 
Blind Sport, a charity which provides 
sport and recreation for blind and 
partially sighted children and adults 
throughout the UK. 

Noel will be taking part in the six-

It is being organised 
by Fight for Sight, the main UK charity 
dedicated to funding eye research to

A MAN suffering from a personalty 
disorder which makes him unable to 
control things he says has been jailed 
for 15 months for threatening to kill 
his former partner and her new hus¬ 
band. 

Peter Hays, 31, of Sycamore Field, 
Harlow, was convicted at Chelmsford 
Crown Court of making the threats in 
text messages sent to his mother in 
April. 

He claimed he had no intention of 
carrying out the threat but made it so 
his mother Brenda - who had kept up a 
relationship with her grandchildren 
and his ex partner - would feel some of 
his pain. 

Over a two-hour period Hays sent 
texts to his mother saying: “I made my 
mind up I will kill them, then I will kill 
myself. I will kill her and him. I am not 
******* about. I cannot go on no more I 
} have got to do this.” 

He also sent texts saying : “We will 
die tonight” and “Try and get the kids 
out of her home tonight. I don’t want 
them to see what I am going to do.” In a 
chilling final text Hays wrote: “Got 
38mm and it’s full up.” 

His mother told the court she alerted 
police because although she generally 
ignored his ranting she felt different 
about the tone of the messages. 

“When he mentioned about getting 
the girls out of the house and the final 
one about a 38mm then I did panic,” 
said Mrs Hays. “I felt the threats could 
have been real on that day.”

Prosecutor Jon Livingstone said: 
“Even though Brenda Hays accepts her 
son is unpredictable and has a temper 
and is rather mouthy, this was a differ¬ 
ent level from anything ever uttered by 
him before and that was why she took 
the step to phone police. She was wor¬ 
ried these threats would be put into 
operation.” 

Hays told police he suffered from a 
medical condition which meant he 
could not always control what he said. 

“I don’t mean what I say. I got so 
angry. She [his mother] seems to be on 
my ex’s side more than mine. I don’t 
want her not to see the children but I 
am still hurt.” 

He said he did not expect his mother 
to take the threats seriously but hoped 
she would call police about his “cry for 
help” so he could get help at a hospital. 

The court heard Hay and and his for¬ 
mer partner separated in 2009 after 
being together for six years. He had two 
previous convictions for assaulting her 
in 2010 and 2012. 

The prosecution said that when offic¬ 
ers went to arrest Hays he threatened to 
throw a kettle over them and said he 
had barricaded his door. 

Kevin Walls, representing Hay, said in 
mitigation his client could not get legal 
aid or afford to pay himself to pursue 
proceedings over access to his chil¬ 
dren.

The Right to Buy 

L ast year I founded the website 

www.righttobuyharlow.com with the 
intention of giving advice to residents who 
want to purchase their council house with 
Government discounts of up to £75,000. 

We have had some very promising results: in 
the past year council house sales have 
increased by 321 per cent. 

I am glad that 70 families in Harlow have 
been helped to start the process to buy their 
own homes but council house sales also mean 
new homes for those on the waiting list. 
Unlike before when money raised by council 
house sales was taken away by Gordon Brown 
for the Treasury to spend elsewhere in the 
country, the Conservative-led coalition has 
guaranteed that monies raised will be spent 
on social housing in Harlow. 

On top of this there is the New Homes Bonus 
which sees the council given finance by the 
Government every time a new home is built. 
Harlow Council can spend the money how 
they see fit and hundreds of thousands of 
pounds have come into council coffers from 
this bonus. 

Parking charges 

M any residents have contacted me about 
Harlow Council’s decision to raise car 
parking charges across the town. 

This comes after the council increased 
council tax (despite a grant from central 
Government allowing for a freeze) and 
allowed for an increase in councillors’ 
allowances. 

I believe it is wrong to hit hard-working 
residents and our local businesses in this way, 
especially in difficult economic times. I will 
continue to oppose this new local tax on 
motorists and hope the council reconsider.

T he Harlow Islamic Centre is a place of 
peace and an important part of our 
community. The congregation were 
instrumental in helping Harlow come 
together after the Shakoor family tragedy. 

That is why I called the arsonists who 
attacked HIC scum of the earth Every faith 
should have the right to worship in peace 
without fear of threats and persecution. 

Following my reaction to what occurred, I 
have been shocked to receive hate mail at my 
home, nasty emails and comments on Twitter 
including one which called me ‘scum’ and 
another a ‘Muslim groveler’. 

One said they would never vote for me. Well 
my response to that is I am glad. I don’t want 
those kinds of people with those kinds of 
views supporting my party. 

As an MP it is my duty to have a thick skin, 
but this kind of trash shows that racism is all 
too alive and unwell. We all have a duty to 
confront it. 

The Syrian crisis 

S ome months ago I wrote in the Star about 
visiting Auschwitz. One of the most 
harrowing things to see were the places where 
Jews were gassed with chemicals. 

Tragically, the same thing is now happening 
in Syria with 1,400 killed by the chemical 
Sarin in the past month. 

Whilst I do not support a ‘Tony Blair’ style 
Iraqi ground invasion, I passionately believe 
that the free world has a moral duty to take 
out the regime’s chemical weapons capability 
as far as possible to avoid even further chemi¬ 
cal weapons atrocities. 

Of course it won’t be easy -120,000 citizens 
have died already because of President Assad. 
But that does not mean the world should just 
sit on its hands. 

Following the Parliamentary vote the PM 
says GB won’t be militarily involved. I hope 
that we can help in other ways whether it is 
supplying intelligence or humanitarian sup¬ 
port.

Forcing bulbs for a splash 
of colour in festive season 


BARELY have you started to plant your spring¬ 
flowering bulbs, and it's already time to think 
about the winter and how to replicate these 
blooms indoors, without spending a fortune. 

The answer is to 'force' bulbs into flower, 
that is give them assistance to bloom far earlier 
indoors than they would normally outside. 

Garden centres should now be stocking up 
on bulbs which are sold specifically for forcing, 
which may include fragrant hyacinths, large- 
flowered crocus, hippeastrums, miniature 
daffodils and a few tulips, which should be 
marked 'prepared' in the shop. 

By growing bulbs indoors, in a warmer 
atmosphere than they are accustomed to in the 
garden, for all or part of their growing season, 
they'll grow more quickly and flower earlier than 
they would otherwise. However, if you bring 
them on too quickly, they may fail. 

You can use any type of pot because indoor 
bulbs can manage without drainage as they are 
being grown for such a short time, provided 
the container holds enough compost to 
accommodate the bulbs. It's worth spreading a 
layer of gravel at the bottom of the pot to help 
drainage. 

For best results go for bulb fibre when growing 
bulbs in containers with no drainage, as it has 
plenty of air space and often contains added 
charcoal which keeps the compost fresh, even if 
it becomes too moist. Alternatively, you can use 
multi-purpose compost. 

Prepared hyacinths are the most popular 
bulbs for forcing and generally go on sale at 
the beginning of September, after being given a

couple of weeks of cold treatment to make them 
think they've gone through winter. 

Whatever you do, don't leave 'prepared' bulbs 
for a few weeks in a warm environment before 
planting, or they will lose the cold effect they 
were given initially. Instead, store them in a 
cool, dark place and plant them by the middle 
of September if you want them to flower by 
Christmas. 

For the best effect, plant bulbs of the same 
colour together. They should be planted close 
together on top of a depth of at least 6cm of 
compost, so they are not quite touching one 
another. Then fill the bowl to just below the 
rim with compost, so their growing tips are 
just sticking out above the surface. Don't firm 
the bulb fibre down or it may hinder the root 
system establishing quickly. Make sure you don't 
overwater them, just water the compost lightly. 

Place the container in a cool, dark place 
such as the shed or a closed cupboard in a 
cold room for 10-14 weeks, to encourage the 
flowering stems to develop before the leaves. 

It also enables the root system to become well- 
established. If the bulb fibre becomes dry at any 
time, water carefully between the bulbs. 

Don't hurry them because insufficient time in 
the dark will result in stunted flowers or failure. 
When the leaf shoots are around 1 -2in (4-5cm) 
high, move the container into a cool, light room. 


The flower buds which you can see between the 
tips of the leaves should just be starting to show 
signs of colour. If you remove the bulbs too early 
the leaves will grow too quickly and will obscure 
the flowers 

If you want to delay flowering, put the bulbs 
outside in a sheltered position so the flowers 
develop more slowly, then move them inside, 
but not near a radiator. 

Paperwhite narcissi and other dwarf narcissi 
may be given a cold preparation prior to sale 
and should be stored in a cold, dark place and 
then planted every couple of weeks from mid- 
September onwards to give you a succession of 
blooms from November to January. All other 
narcissi apart from paperwhites should have 
around 17 weeks of cold before being brought 
indoors to flower, planting them as you would 
hyacinths.

Diesel-powered romp 
goes back to basics 


RIDDICK 

certificate 15,1h59m 

THE third film in the Riddick series, which 
began in 2000 with the muscular sci-fi 
thriller Pitch Black, is the most dramatically 
unsatisfying chapter of the ongoing saga. 

Made for a fraction of the cost of the 
overblown 2004 sequel The Chronicles Of 
Riddick, this new instalment pares back 
the pyrotechnics and focuses on the lead 
character as he adjusts to hazardous new 
surroundings. 

Vin Diesel reprises his role as the visually 
impaired zulu warlock with unabashed 
gusto, flinging himself into the various 
action sequences that director David Twohy 
uses to punctuate the flaccid storyline. 

As the movie starts Riddick has been 
left for dead on a sun-scorched planet 
which seems to be lifeless. However, the 


mercenary quickly discovers that there is 
alien life on this outpost and he cannot 
battle these predators forever. 

His only hope is to activate an emergency 
beacon and steal aboard a rescue ship. But 
the beacon alerts bounty hunters to his 
position and they descend on the planet 
determined to kill him and collect their fee. 

Santana (Jordi Molla) and his men are the 
first to answer the distress signal and they 
set up sensors around their craft to track 
Riddick's movements. 

A rival squad led by Boss Johns (Matt 
Nable) and his sassy sidekick Dahl (Katee 
Sackhoff) arrive next but they have a 
slightly different agenda for wanting to 
track down Riddick. 

Santana tries to assert his authority 
over Boss Johns but infighting between 
the bounty hunters allows Riddick time to 
sneak up on his hunters. 

Time is of the essence because a deadly 


storm is coming that will sweep across the 
surface of the planet, killing everyone in its 
path. 

Riddick doesn't advance the central 
character's storyline at all and the two 
hours drag. Diesel can growl Twohy's 
dialogue in his sleep and since his character 
wears darkened goggles for sections of the 
film, perhaps he does just that considering 
the emotion in his delivery. 

Supporting cast inhabit their unwritten 
roles with sweat-drenched purpose while 
special effects vary wildly in quality: some 
digital characters don't meld seamlessly 
with live action backgrounds. 

From beginning to end, Twohy's film is 
riddickulous but fans of earlier films will 
probably love every desperate grunt and 
groan.

THE WAY WAY BACK

IN this bittersweet coming-of-age story that strikes 
perfect balance between laughter and tears, first-time 
directors Nat Faxon and Jim Rash have fashioned a near 
perfect portrait of adolescent angst that eschews mawkish 
sentimentality yet still manages to tug the heartstrings 
with aplomb. 

Fourteen-year-old Duncan (Liam James) wanted to 
spend the summer vacation with his father in San Diego 
but instead, he's being forced to tolerate a holiday on 
the East Coast with his mother Pam (Toni Collette), her 
new boyfriend Trent (Steve Carell) and Trent's tearaway 
teenage daughter Steph (Zoe Levin), who doesn't want to 
be lumbered with a socially awkward misfit like Duncan 
when she could be sunbathing with her gal pals. 

Feeling desperately alone in Trent's beach house, 

Duncan ventures to a nearby Water Wizz theme park 
where the wise-cracking owner Owen (Sam Rockwell) 
takes pity on the miserable teenager and hires him for the 
summer. 

Keeping the job secret from his mother, Duncan gains 
confidence under his reckless mentor who only has 
eyes for his sassy employee, Caitlin (Maya Rudolph). 
Eventually, the lad musters the courage to strike up a 
conversation with Susanna (AnnaSophia Robb), who 
lives in a neighbouring beach house with her boozy and 
indiscreet mother Betty (Allison Janney). 

Meanwhile, Pam's relationship with Trent shows signs of 
wear and tear, exacerbated by the continued presence of 
his vivacious friend Joan (Amanda Peet) and her clueless 
partner, Kip (Rob Corddry). 

The Way Way Back is a delight. Faxon and Rash's first 
feature navigates a haphazard path through Duncan's 
growing pains with tenderness and affection. The script 
spares the characters few blushes as they seek the tiniest 
glimmers of self-fulfilment. 

James delivers an impressive, emotionally raw perfor¬ 
mance and he is the perfect foil for Rockwell's wise¬ 
cracking man-child. Janney is a hoot as the mother from 
hell, who has no concept of personal boundaries or social 
graces when the liquor is flowing.

Open House 


The keys to selling any property are 
price, location and exposure. You 
can t change the location of your 
property, and the market determines 
the price. However, your agent can 
make significant inroads into how 
powerfully your property is exposed 
to the market. 

One of the most effective methods is 
the open house . This is where the 
property is advertised as being open 
for anyone who wishes to view it at a 
certain time, usually during a 
weekend. Very common abroad, the 
open house is rapidly gaining 
popularity in the UK, and for good 
reason. 

Firstly, one of the best sources of 
qualified buyers is via the neighbours. 
Everybody knows someone who is 
selling and people tend to buy in an 
area which is close to their existing 
network of friends and acquaintances. 
This is known as socio-demographic 
mirroring. 

When a property goes on show, it is 
marketed intensely in the 


neighbourhood so that every 
neighbour is aware that the property 
is for sale. If they know anyone who is 
buying, they are highly likely to invite 
them round to see the property, or at 
least look at it on their behalf. 

From the seller s perspective, having 
an open house can concentrate the 
viewings around a fixed time. Go for a 
walk and leave it all to the agent if 
you want to reduce some of the 
stress of selling! 

Open house days tend to be very 
relaxed, and they create an 
environment where buyers do not 
feel in any way under pressure, but 
can take their time to consider a 
property s merits. Because of this, we 
find that more people register their 
interest during an open house than 
they would through the usual 
advertising channels. 

As a celebration of a property, an 
open house promotes intense buyer 
activity which often prompts a sale, as 
everybody wants something that 
everybody else wants!

W ITH every new electric car 
that’s launched, you could 
be forgiven for thinking that 
we’re getting closer to an 
environmentalist’s dream of 
carbon-free motoring. 

Of course, there’s still the dirty 
little secret the electricity used 
to charge the cars has yet to be 
generated entirely from 
rainbows, but with each new 
arrival comes fewer and fewer 
everyday compromises. 

A prime example of this is 
Renault’s Zoe, an electric 
alternative to the likes of its 
maker’s own Clio supermini. 
Cars like the Zoe herald the 
introduction of products 
designed form the outset as full 
electric vehicles, not modified 
existing cars complete with all 
the inherent compromises. 

Of course we’ve seen most of 
this before in the shape of 
Nissan’s similarly sized Leaf, 
although the Japanese firm’s 
offering is pitched at more 
affluent buyers. The Zoe’s 
interior therefore might not be 
as plush as the Leaf’s, but the 
upside is a price tag closer to the 
aforementioned Clio. 

And if you want to generate 
mass-market appeal you need to 
focus your attention on the 



buyers of Clios, Fiesta and the 
like. 

Visually the Zoe is as sensible 
as they come and, in truth, puts 
some of its engine-powered 
rivals to shame in the looks 
department. Inside, the Zoe’s 
light and airy cabin is a welcome 
attribute. Clearly influenced by 
the latest generation Clio, the 
Zoe’s main controls and displays 
offer a no-fuss approach to 
motoring. 

And then there’s the driving 
and ownership experience, 
which has been the downfall of 
so many electric cars in recent 
years. 

Regarding the former, the Zoe 
drives very much like a 


conventional supermini with an 
auto gearbox. Acceleration from 
rest is brisk and the overall 
experience is a smooth one, with 
modest acceleration available 
instantly for the occasional 
bursts of speed when 
maintaining pace with rush- 
hour traffic. 

The potentially thorny subject 
of living with, and charging, 
electric cars is dealt with neatly 
by the Zoe; the charging 
hardware is stored in the car’s 
easily accessible nose, while the 
charge time can be reduced to 
just a few hours if you opt for a 
domestic wall box to 
supplement the ability to take 
power from a conventional 


outlet. 

Officially the Zoe’s range is 
around 130 miles but even 
Renault admits the real world 
figure will likely be lower 
depending on driver behaviour 
and outside temperature - the 
latter can influence range if it’s 
very cold. 

That said, around 80 miles 
should be achievable even 
without resorting to turning off 
the air-con or radio. And 
realistically the daily commutes 
of buyers in the market for a Zoe 
are likely to be modest compared 
to those of a motorway- 
munching company car driver, 
removing any serious range 
anxiety concerns. 


As far as the current crop of 
electric cars go, the Zoe appears 
to be one of the most 
conventional in the way it looks, 
drives and integrates into your 
life. The car’s Ford Fiesta-esque 
price tag is certainly attractive, 
although to get down to such a 
figure Renault has decided to 
separate the battery from the car 
in the overall financial equation. 

Average mileage drivers will 
pay an all-inclusive monthly 
charge of £70 to lease the battery, 
with that figure rising or falling 
slightly if you decide to rack up 
greater or fewer miles 
respectively. 

Along with this worry-free 
charge there’s also the prospect 
of modest regular running and 
servicing costs. It’s expected that 
major component wear - brakes 
and suspension for example - will 
easily be less than for a 
conventional car, while the zero- 
rated road tax should please you 
as much as the presence of a 
generous government grant to 
take the sting out of the purchase 
price. 

There’s little any car maker can 
do to hurry along the expansion 
of the public charging network, 
but making its products more 
appealing will go a long way to 
increasing the take-up of such 
vehicles, in turn, encouraging 
that expansion.
